Two Israeli 
soldiers hurt

Three Arab terrorists were killed 
and two Israeli soldiers wounded in 
‘two clashes over the weekend near 
Hanita on the Lebanese border. 

One of the soldiers was moderate- 
ly wounded and the other slightly 
hurt, according to military sources. 
They were reported in good condi- 
tian at Nahariya hospital yesterday. 

The terrorists, members of George 
Habash’s “Popular Front of the Li- 
beration of Palestine,” crossed on 
Friday night, by placing a ladder 
against the border security fence 
at a spot a few hundred metres 
mortheast of the Western Galilee 
kibbutz, Friday night an Israeli 
patrol came under fire from ter- 
Yrorists across the border. In ‘this 
exchange one Israel soldier was 
moderately wounded. He was treat- 
ed on the spot and taken to hospital. 

Settlements in the area were 
alerted and settlers spent the night 
in shelters as guard details were 
reinforced and roadblocks set up. 
Air Force planes dropped iliumina- 
tion flares and at daybreak a search 
was launched in the rocky, bush- 
covered hills around the kibbutz. 

At 6.30 am. the terrorists were 
located. In the brief but intense 
fight which followed at close quar- 
ters — im which both sides threw 
grenades — all the terrorists were 
kiHed. The second Israeli soldier was 
wounded here. 

The terrorists, who were in their 
early twenties, wore 
uniforms apparently made in France 
and astern European military 
boots. They were carrying Kalach- 
nikov automatic rifles, a large num- 


-ber of handgrenades and explosives, 
canned food, drugs and wire-shears. 


One of them had a leaflet, typed in 
Arabic, which indicated they be- 
longed to the PFLP, and that their 
aim had been to attack Hanita and

American officials as a moderate 
Arab leader, and they believe that 
US. arms would strengthen Sadat's 
position in Egypt and with his 
army, which is anxious to receive 
replacements for undelivered Soviet- 
made arms. 

Military experts here believe it 
would take the Egyptian army at 
least five years to convert its forces 
from Soviet-made weapons and spare 
parts to French and British equip- 
ment.

Jerusalem film festival planned

Jerusalem will have its own ver- 
sion of Oscar and Emmy awards 
mext year — complete with star- 
studded tables at the award dinner, 
a team of judges and coveted gold, 
silver and copper trophies.

NEW YORK (JTA). — Immigre- 
tion to Israe] from the U.S. and 
Cansdea during the month of August 
increased 30 per cent over August 
of fast year, according to figures 
released by the Israel Aliya Centre.

FBI holds two in 
bid to blackmail 
US. oil firms 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Two men 
were arrested yesterday on charges 
they planted bombs at several major 
oil company refinery plants in an 
attempt to extort $45.5 million 
from the companies, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation anncunzed. 

The FBI said the men were res- 
pensible for setting two bombs that 
exploded in Chamblee, Georgia, Sep- 
tember 11, causing minimal damage. 
A third bomb exploded September 
9 at an oil company plant in Car- 


*teret, New Jersey. 


Four unexploded bombs have been 
located, and the bureau said “inten- 
sive investigation is being pursued 
to locate additional devices.” 

“We are looking like hell to find 
any others,” a spokesman said. 

The FBI identified the suspects 
2s Paul Douglas Methven, of Vir- 
ginia Beach, Virginia, and Larry 
Shaffer of Chicago. Both men were 
arrested early yesterday in their 
home towns. 

An FBI spokesman said the two 
men will be charged with conspiracy 
to violate federa] extortion laws. 


Swiss seen fronting for 


Arabs in U.S. deals 


NEW YORE (AP). — Will oil-rich Arabs use Swiss banks to 
take over U.S. companies secretly? 

This question is raised in a major article in “Forbes,” the 
US. bi-monthly business magazine. Although acknowledging that 
the rumours may be far-fetched, the magazine added: 

“Money from Swiss banks on short-term deposit with U.S. 
banks has nearly tripled normal levels in the last 18 months, 
to a high of $18,000m. The best guess is that the bulk of the 
$6,600m. increase represents funds from Kuwait, Abu Dhabi 
and Saudi Arab‘a pouring into Zurich and thence funnelling 
into the U.S. Why through Swiss banks? Partly because Arabs 
like anonymity, and ‘ing secrecy is as Swiss as precision 
watches. 

“But secrecy does breed suspicions.” the magazine adds, and_ 
there have been rumours that Arabs might use Swiss banks to 
secretly take over U.S. esses... 

“Most of the Arab-Swiss money im the U.S. is in short-term 
bank deposits, although there have been signs of an interest in 
equities. Why through Swiss banks instead of American ‘hanks? 
Perhaps because’ if there were a new war in the Middle East 
and a new oil em! , the U.S. might move to seize Arab 


assets. But would it seize Swiss assets? . .." the magazine asks.

Bahrein to end U.S. warship stops 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Bahrein has formally asked the 


U.S. to 


terminate their agreement providing neval facilities to American 
warships in the Persian Gulf islands, “Al Anwar” said Friday. 

In a dispatch from Bahrein, the paper said the government had 
requcsted the agreement “should be terminated before the end of 


next year.” 


The Bahreini government diasolved the state's 40-member Na- 
tional Assembly after left-wing deputies demanded, among other 
things, that similar naval facilities should be extended to Soviet 


warships in the area. 


Japanese to widen Suez Canal 


CAIRO (UPI). — A Japanese company will work in 
January to widen and deepen the Suez Canal to accommodate 
supertanker-sized vessels, Cairo newspapers said yesterday. 

‘The first stage of the six-year project involves expanding the 
present canal to take ships of up to 11.5 metre drafts and 250,000 
tons empty. Only 11 metre draft, 160,000-ton vessels are permitted 
through now. 

The Japanese firm Penta-Ozean signed the contracting agree- 
ment with Egypt for the first stage, Ananced by a $100m. loan 
from the Tokyo government. 

Althoritative sources have said when the project is finished in 
about 1981. ships of up ‘to 700,000 tons in ballast, more than 
200,000 tons more than the largest ships afloat, will be able to 
negotiate the waterway. 

Suez Canal Authority chairman Mashhour Ahmed Mashhour was 
quoted by Cairo newspapers as seven jan firms 
already had started implementation of the first stage of the pro- 
ject, removing 125m. cubic metres of sand and debris from the 
former Bar Lev Line. 


Sirhar’s gun fired again 


LOS ANGELES. — Seven experts on criminal evidence hope com- 
parisons of test bullets with the slugs recovered from the body 
of Senator Robert F. Kennedy will help settle the question of 
whether more than one gun was used in his assassination. 

The gun used by Sirhan Sirhan in the 1968 assassination was 
fired again on Friday by a firearms expert. Four rounds were 
fired from the .22 calibre Iver Johnson Cadet revolver into a two- 
metre tank of water. 

The markings on the bullets will be examined under a special 
microscope and compared with those taken from Kennedy’s body. 

Superior Court Judge Robert A. Wenke signed an order on Fri- 
day authorizing refiring of the pistol at the request of the panel 
of experts “to enable them to complete the clazsical miscroscopi¢ 
comparison test.” 

The ‘second gun” controversy centres around photomicrographs 
taken by criminologist William W. Harper in late 1970. 

Forensic expert Dewayne Wolfer testified that a bullet taken 
from the base of Kennedy's neck and bullets taken from two 
persons wounded in the pantry of the Ambassador Hotel where 
Kennedy was shot were from Sirhan’s gun and “no other gun 
in the world.” 

But Harper said his examination of the bullets from Kennedy 
and one of the persons wounded ied him to believe they had not 
been fired from the same gun.

16 die in crash of ‘Jolly 
Green Giant’ helicopter 


b PADERBORN, West Germany, 


{UPI). — U.S. Air Force experts 
were sifting through the burned-out 
wreckage of an American “Joly 
Green Giant” helicopter yesterday 
in hopes of determining the cause 
of the crash that killed all 16 oc- 
cupants aboard. 

The CH53 helicopter, the largest 
operated by the U.S. Air Force, 
crashed Into a pasture northwest 
of this Westphalian town on Friday 
morning. 

A U.S. Air Force spokesman said 
that the four-man crew of the 
CHS53, which . served as the U.S. 
Armed Forces work horse in the 
Vietnam war, was flying 12 mil- 
tary passengers to north Germany 
to survey future mobile radar 
stations, 


Several minutes before the crash, 
the American helicopter pilot asked 
the radar control tower in Gueter- 
sloh for permisaion to drop to 1,524 
metres from 2,438 metres, Pader- 
born police said. The control tower 
gave permission and the helicopter 
went down to 1,524 metres, where 


it ran into bad weather, 
spokesman said. 

A few moments later two Dutch 
Starfighter pilots, taking part in 
an international military exercise, 
saw the helicopter drop to about 
244 metres, flutter and crash into 
the pasture where it expioded on 
impact. The two Dutch pilots took 
pictures of the crash. Air Force 
experts said they were hoping the 
photographs could be of value in 
Jearning the cause of the accident. 

Despite statements by some wit- 
nesses that they saw jet fighters 
fly so low over the helicopter that 
their wake ripped off the rotor 
blades, both ‘the West German 
Defence Ministry and the U.S. Air 
Force said that mo other aircraft 
was involved. Farmer Heinrich Ken- 
keberg, on whose pasture the heli- 
copter crashed, said it “dropped 
like a rock’ after losing several 
of its six rotor blades. 

The helicopter crash occured 25 
hours after four Italian pilota died 
in a four-plane crash of their 
F104G Starfighters near the Ger- 
man-Luxembourg border.

US. won’t bail NYC 


out of fiscal crisis 


WASHINGTON. The federal 
government says it won't bail New 
York City out of its fiscal crisis 
because the city’s problems have no 
direct effect on the rest of the 


_ country. 


New York Mayor Abraham D. 
Beame, backed by his 14 colleagues 
on the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
Executive Committee, pleaded for 
help for New York before a con- 
gressional committee and in an 80- 
minute meeting with President 
Gerald Ford. Beame said the meet- 
ing with the President was “disap- 
pointing.” ; 

Appearing before the joint eco- 
nomic committee, Beame said, “New 
York is not here for a handout. 
It’s not asking for anything that 
hasn't been done for private enter- 
prise.” He warned that the city is 
on the brink of bankruptcy and if 
it falls over the edge it will have 
an effect on every city in the coun- 


try. 

But Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon told committee members 
that New York could avert financial 
disaster by adopting a stringent 
austerity programme. Even if the 
city defaults on its bond obliga- 
tions, Simon said, “it would con- 


tinue to exist and operate.”

But Mayor Moon Landrieu of New 
Orleans warned that if New York 
does default on its obligations it 
would “make it difficult, if not im- 
possible, for any city to borrow 
money.” 

L. William Seidman, the Presi- 
dent’s assistant for economic af- 
fairs, said Ford told: the mayors 
that New York stili had not done 
enough to cult its expenses, balance 
its budget and thus encourage in- 
vestors to buy its bonds.

. CLEVELAND (UPI). — A pro- 
cess that converts the sun's ener- 
gy into hydrogen through photo- 
synthesis and the use of bacteria 
may rule the world in terms of 
energy some day, but the man 
who first broached the idea says 
it is likely to be later rather than 
sooner, 

Lester Krampitz, Director of 
the Department of Microbiology 
at Case Western Reserve Untiver- 
aity's school of medicine, is de- 
veloping the method of produc- 
ing hydrogen from water, algae 
and bacteria. 

He estimates his process, oper- 
ating at 10 per cent efficiency 
over an area of 281 km, could 
yield enough hydrogen to satisfy 
the world, needs in the year 
2000. “We can afford to be 
wasteful,” Krampitz said, be- 
cause the solar energy needs to 
be only 10 per cent efficient. And 
whether a day is cloudy or bright 
we always know how much 
energy the sun puts down. 

“Thig is not a pie in the sky 
idea. if I hadn't gotten the idea 
when Y did someone would have 
8 week or two Ister,:it's so ob- 
vious.” 

Put simply, his process *in- 
volves capturing the sun’s energy 


and converting It to hydrogen 
through photosynthesis and the 
use of bacteria. Algae is exposed 
to light and harvested. Instead 
of allowing the algae to utilize 
carbon dioxide through the nor- 
mal process of photosynthesis, 
the photosynthetic product of the 
algac is exposed to bacteria, 
Such as the ‘ype found in the 
human colon, which contain the 
enzyme hydrogenase. 

The overall action of the en- 
zyme yields hydrogen and oxy- 
gen. 


“The beauty of using hydrogen 
is that you start with water and 
sunlight, you burn it and get 
water back,” Krampitz sald. “If 
you ever get the system work- 
ing you will have an endless 
source of energy.” 

Krampitz said the hydrogen 
could be collected by performing 
the hydrogenase process in tanks. 
Burning would cause 
no pollution because the end 
products would be heat and 
water. 

“This thing I'm doing is very 
long term," said Krampitz, who 
began the project in July, 1972, 
under a $250,000 grant. “Tt needs 
a lot more work in basic 
science... before we can go down 


Lufthansa develops new jet 


By ANDEEW WILSON 
LONDON. — 
A bright ray of hope for mil- 
lions of people who suffer from jet 
moise near airports has come from 
the German alriine Lufthansa. 
Five years ago a small group of 
Lufthansa pilots, helped by others 
from British Airways (then BEA), 
Pan American and Swissair, de- 
veloped at Frankfurt a new techni- 
que for noise abatement known as 
“low drag, low power.” The method 
Won approval from the Internation- 
ai Air Transport Association, which 
recommended it to other airlines, 
and from the International Civil 
Aviation Organisation, which circu- 
larised details to Governments. 
“Low power, low drag” is essen- 
tially a landing technique. What it. 
means is a change in the method 
of handling the aircraft in the vital 
minutes when ῥ is brought 
down from the high-level approach 
speed to the relatively low speed 
required for touch-dowz. 


The old method — still practised 
by many airlines, and enforced by 
air traffic control at many airports 
— was to fully extend landing flaps 
and put down landing gear at 3,000 
feet (914 metres) and about 12 
miles (20 kilometres} from the run- 


way. 

Because of the “drag” thus set 
up it was necessary to apply more 
Power, and thus create more noise, 
adding to the misery of those liv- 
ing near or beneath the flight path. 

In the Lufthansa system, the 
Plane approaches the airport faster, 
enabling It to be flown ‘“tlean” 
(without extended gear and flaps! 
to a point close to the runway 
where an intermediate flap setting 
is used to slow it down. Its ap- 
proach up -to this point has been 
made almost without power and 
therefore with minimum noise. 

Depending on weather conditions, 
the loaded weight and other factors, 
the final application of full landing 
Power, to compensate for the then 
extended flaps and wheels, can be 
held off until something like 40 or 
50 seconds before touch-down. 

At this point the plane wil) In 
most cases have passed over any 
residential settlement and so avoid 
creatmg a community nuisance. 

The rationale of the old-style 
approach was that it allowed the 
pilot to square up for landing with 
plenty of time in hand. He did not 
have to bother with flap setting 
and lending gear in the crucial last 
minute.

Krampitz said he is aware of 
a few other laboratories work- 
ing on the process. He said the 
amount of money availabje for 
research will determine how long 
it takes to prove out the pro- 
cess. 

“We're not talking about the 
outiay they had to have for the 
Manhattan project,” he said. 
“We should have about 20 good 
labs working on this. This would 
not be a very e: ive opera- 
tion, having 20 labs working for 
about five years. 

“If you gave the 20 labs 
$200,000 a year, they'd have nice 
support They'd appreciate it and 
they'd rol] up their sleeves and 
get to work.” 

Krampitz said he expects the 
research to take “maybe 15 to 
20 years" at the present rate 
of funding. With the crash pro- 
gramme he suggests, he believes 
after five years “we would either 
come to the conclusion that we 
should jump on this with both 
feet and go ahead, or at least 
learn why the technical problems 
might be too complicated to go 
ahead. I happen to think it 
will work,” he said.

noise abatement quest is another 
German idea that might profitably 
be tried in other countries. 

During the year ending in Octo- 
ber the Airport Authority at Frank- 
furt, the main Lufthansa base, will 
be distributing premiums totalling 
$3gn. to airlines operating aircraft 
that meet given noise requirements. 

All the aircraft of participating 
airlines are awarded points accord- 
ing to size and must adopt the 
noise-reducing Frankfurt Approach 
Technique, which is essentially Luf- 
thansa's. Some 30 airlines have en- 
tered the scheme, with a total of 
more than 200 aircraft ranging 
from the Boeing 747 down to the 
Russian Yak-40. 

Premiums will be paid out of 
landing fee receipts, which means 
that noisy airlines will be subsidis- 
ing those which obey the approved 
nolse procedures, operate quiet de- 
signs, or, when they become avail- 
able, adopt nolse-reducing kits for 
older and noisier engines. 


The Germans argue that world- 
wide application of the Frankfurt 
system would be the quickest me- 
thod of obtaining aircraft noise mo- 
difications that have been under 
desultory discussion for years.

- attempt on the part of his ex- 


employer to restrict his freedom of 
choice of occupation after he has left 
his employment are twofold: first, 
the erstwhile weak position of a 
worker vis-a-vis an employer; and, 
secondly, public interest in 
promoting free competition. But in 
these days, he held, when working 
conditions are fixed in collective 
agreements made by trade unions 
which are no less, if not more.

Allon-Gromyko ‘meeting | 


HA’ARETZ (independent) discusses 
the meeting between the Israel and 
Soviet Ministers in New 
York. ‘It is a sign of Israel's isola- 
tion that the very fact of the meeting 
has aroused attention. Whether or 
not any real importance attaches to 
it only time will tell. With the Soviet 
Union we have bilateral interests 
ike immigration and trade, and 
Moscow too may be interested in 
opening up channels of influence in 
Israel. What will not come of it as far 
as Israel 15 concerned is an alter- 
native to the U.S. at the superpower 
level. Moscow will either maintain 
its present level of enmity towards 
Israel or even exacerbate it. Thus, 
we will not be able to use Gromyko 
frustrate the moves of Kissinger.” 
HATZOFE (Nationai Religtous) 
notes that neither side stood to make 
any real gains from the meeting. 
“Events in the Middle East are such 
that the Soviets cannot cut loose 
from the Arabs, even the most 
rebellious of them, nor can Israel in 
effect choose an alternative to the 
U.S. The question thus is, why did 
Kisginger recommend that the 
meeting be held? 

“Kissinger feels that he must re- 
tain good relations with the Soviets 
at any price. Moreover, to continue 
his political thrust in the Middie East 
it is worthwhile to include the 
Soviets, for only they can influence 
Syria to enter negotiations on a par- 
tial separation of forces on the Golan 
Heights. The Soviets too may be able 
to influence Israel by dangling the 
prospect of a new line of com- 
munications with Moscow. Thus, the 
meeting is not an Israeli 
“achievement” or a turning point, 


“The New York Times," discuss- 
ing the possible resumption of U.S. 
arms deliveries to Turkey, said: 
“Turkey brazenly flouted Am 
law and the specific language of the 
bilateral arms agreement by using 
American equipment in its massive 
invasion of Cyprus in August of 
1974." But, with the current shaky 
Ankara coalition threatening to shut 
down valuable U.S. installations, 
the paper advised compliance with 
its requests for $10,000m. in U.S.

“It may 
well be that Moscow has decided that 
it ls necessary to resume diplomatic 
relations with Israel because the 
break in relations does not serve its 
aims and indeed harms its status in 
the Middle East. It has emerged that 
the interim settlement between 
Israel and Egypt has pushed Soviet 
policy in the direction of contacts 
with Israel, out of concern that facts 
may be established in the Middle 
Bast without its participation." 
DAVAB (Histadrut) says an Egyp- 
tian request for arms from the U.S. 
was to be expected, but “the fact 
that the U.S. announced its agree- 
ment to the request only two days 
after the signing of the protocol in 
Geneva attests to the feverish pitch 
of the U.S. attempt to ensure its” 
foothold in Egypt. 

“It may be argued that the inten- 
tion is to rescue Sadat from his 
orities in the Arab world. He can now 
demonstrate that signing the interim 
agreement has not only got Israel 
out of the Sinai passes and Abu 
Rodefs but has also freed him from 
dependence for arms on the Soviet 
Union.

MUNICH. — 

KARL MARX called religion 

‘the opium of the people,” ‘but 

does that Marxist dogma make 

Communism and religious belief 
and practice incompatible? 

Not necessarily, to judge from 
some recent actions and policies 
of European Communist parties 
which have thrown doubt on the 
long-accepted theory that Com- 
munism and religion are 
irreconcilable enemies. 

Poland and the Vatican, for 
example, have recently. ex- 
changed quasi-ambassadors and 
established relations that are 
formaliy diplomatic in 
everything but name. Tourists to 
Hungary are taken to churches 
by their official guides who tell 
them unabashedly that 67 per 
cent of the people are Catholic 
and 24 per cent Protestant. 

Jn Rumania six bishops of the 
Orthodox church serve as 
Members of Parliament and at- 
tend its sessions in the full 
regalia of their religious office. 
The Patriarchate and Par- 
Hament building stand adjacent 
on a hill in Bucharest. And when 
Rumanian Communist party 
chief and president Nicolae 
Ceausescu's father died last 
year, he was buried in a 
religious ceremony, portions of 
which were shown live on Ruma- 
nian TV. 

Even the Soviet Union, in its 
search for the Russian past, has 
refurbished and renovated hun- 
dreds of churches. Though not 
used for religious services and 
intended largely as historic and 
artistic monuments, they have 
inadvertently helped to rekindle 
interest in religion among the 
Russian people and have placed 
the Russian Orthodox church on 
the threshhold of a renaissance. 


NOW A NEW BOOK by France's 
leading Marxist theoretician, 
Professor Roger Garaudy, 
suggests that two of Western 
Europe ᾿ 
Stalinist Communists -- 
France's Maurice Thorez and 
Italy's Palmiro Togliatti — sens- 
ed and believed in a close affini- 
ty between religion and com- 
munism. The hook ‘‘Parole 
d’homme" (The Word of Man), 
not yet translated into English, 
has been high on the French 
best-seller list all summer. 
Garaudy himself has never 
made a secret of his own strong 
religious inclinations, of his 
belief in the eventual synthesis 
of Communist and Christian 
ethics, and of his personal com- 
mitment to a reconciliation 
between church and party.

Indeed, his beliefs — coupled 
with his sharp criticism of the 
Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia — led to his 
ouster from the Politburo ‘and 
Central Committee of the 
French Communist Party in 1969 
and “excommunication” from 
the Party itself five years ago. 
Neither action changed 
Garaudy's belief in Communism 
and Marxism. Upon his ouster 
from the party he said defiantly: 
“J have always been a Com- 
munist militant and will remain 
one outside the party too.” He 
had been a member of the 


French CP since 1933 and of its" 


Politburo since 1958 and ranked 
as the party's chief theoretician. 
During all those years he was 
also known as one of its most out- 
spoken heretics. 

As long ago as 1937, when the 
Stalinist purges‘ were in full 
swing in Moscow and in the 
Comintern, Garaudy said in a 
pamphlet that ‘Marxism would 
be poorer without the influence 
of Saint Augustine and Saint 
Theresa de Avila." 

In a more recent book, 
‘“Marxism in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury," he wrote: 

“One great hope remains, 
common to millions of 
Christians in the world and 
millions of Communists: the 
building up of the future without 
losing anything of the heritage of 
buman values that Christianity 
has been contributing for the last 
2,000 years." 

In ‘‘The Word of Man,"' 
Garaudy contends that Thorez 
and Togliatti, both of whom died 
in 1964, were in full accord — at 
least in their private meetings 
with him — regardless of what 
they may have said for public, 
and for Moscow's, consumption. 

According to Garaudy, 
Thorez, the French Communist 
party's boss for nearly 30 years, 
expressed approval of an accom- 
modation with and opening to 
the Catholic church nearly four 
decades ago. Ὁ

souls” dwelled in Thorez — one 
totally loyal to Stalin, as was 
Garaudy himself, the other com- 
mitted to reconciliation with 
both Christianity and France's 
non-Communist, democratic 
parties.

Sir, — For a long time now, I (and 
many of my acquaintances) have 
been strongly concerned over what 
we feel to be severe deficiencies in 
Israeli propaganda efforts in the 
United States, especially in the 
television news field and particular- 
ly now that Arab counter- 
propaganda measures have become 
so much more massive and more 
sophisticated than ever before. ᾿ 

The recent proposal by ex- 
Minister of Information, General 
Yariv, concerning the organized 
preparation and distribution of news 
material for TV stations throughout 
the world, was a well-thought-out 
plan but a plan one wishes strongly 
that the Israeli Government would 
Begin to carry out as soon as possi- 


During my recent trip to Israel, I 
learned that Israel Television many 
years ago opted to photograph 
almost ail of its news stories on 
black-and-white film stock instead of 
on colour film stock, as is the prac- 
tice in the U.S. and in Europe. This 
Practice affects the capability of 
Israel TV to provide news film on 
Israeli subjects to be shown 
throughout the world, since m 
stations film or tape their Seas infor. 
mation material in colour and also 
transmit their news broadcast in full 
colour. Except for extremely un- 
usual stories, it is rare that this mass 
of TV stations will accept a con- 
tinuous flow of news film which is 
Photographed on black-and-white 
film stock, which makes 99 per cent 
or more of Israeli news film virtually 
unusable for information purposes 
abroad. (News camera crews work- 
ing for foreign television in Israel 
film their stories in eslour, but these 
cameramen are not necessarily 
sumpathetic to the Israeli point of 
view in terms of how they cover 2 
story.) 


‘The answer to this problem is a 
simple one and one which would not 
involve any massive expenditures or 
changes in Israel Television produc- 
tion or transmission practices. Even 
though Israeli news-film camera 
crews would to film in colour, 
Israel Television could still continue 
its practice of transmitting the news 
programmes in black-and-white as it 
does at present. All the camera 
equipment would remain in opera- 
tion as before, without requiring any 
type of modification. All that is 
basically required isto begin to 
purchase and use colour film 
Materials in the presently existing 
film cameras. The cost differentia] 
between black-and-white film stock 
and colour film stock is relatively 
minor compared to the overall cost 
of operation of Israel Television's 
newé service. The colour developing 
machine and some other limited 
colour film laboratory equipment 
would also be required, but here 
again, the cost is relatively small, 
and of a one-time-only nature. 

The result of this technical change 
in operations would be the availabili- 
ty of thousands of feet of colour news 
film during the course of any week 
as originally photographed by the 
Israeli film journalists. Special 
footage could be selected and copies 
made for distribution to TV stations 
throughout the world, either free of 
charge or for a small token fee to 
cover expenses. In addition to day- 
to-day story materials, Israel Televi- 
sion (or an appropriate government 
information agency) could alzo use 
this mass of colour film for re- 
editing into special half-hour weekly 
news magazine formats, and in 
future years, to use this material to 
produce feature-length documen- 
taries for television and theatre.

ALTHOUGH Garaudy has been 
stripped of political power and 
read out of the French party, 
non-conformist views are widely 
read and respected in both West 
and Hast European Communist 
circles. 

The-impact of his influence, of 

course, cannot really be foretoid 
and depends in no small 
measure on the signais which 
the Kremlin gives. Those are not 
exactly auspicious at present. 
New directives issued to Soviet 
school teachers, which took 
effect with the start of the 
current school year, require 
them to counter-balance 
religious influences in the family 
and develop in pupils ‘‘a 
negative attitute toward

On the other hand, despite 
Moscow's massive pressure, the 
Soviet influence on the world 
Communist movement is waning 
and giving way to increasingly 
polycentric currents. 

As one West German observer 
of Communist affairs put it 
recently: ‘‘There is ample 
reason to believe that the Italian 
Communists’ current efforts to 
reach an ‘historic compromise’ 
with the Christian Democrats is 
based on more than just political 
tactics."
